mittee,the Government of India, after consultation with local Governments, are pleased 
to announce their decision that the definition of the term “ habitual criminal,” contained 
in paragraph 5 of the Home Department Resolution No. oie’ dated the 14th December 
1886, shall be superseded and the following rules defining and prescribing the treatment of 
the “ habitual criminal" shall now be enforced :— ee es ae ol 

1.—The following persons shall be liable to be classified as “ habitual criminals”, 
namely :— 


(i) any ere convicted of an offence punishable under Chapters XII, XVII and 
XVIII of the Indian Penal Code, whose previous conviction or convictions, 
taken in conjunction with the facts of the present case, show “that he is by 


habit a robber, housebreaker, dacoit, thief, or receiver of stolen property, 


or that he habitually commits extortion, .cheating, counterfeiting coin, 
currency notes or stamps, or forgery ; * 


(ii) any person convicted of an offence punishable under Chapter XVI of the 


Indian Penal Code, whose previous conviction or convictions, taken in con- — 


junction with the facts of t he present case, show that he habitually commits 
offences against the person ; f 


(iii) any person committed to or detained in prison under section 193 (read with 


section 109 or section 110) of the Code of 'riminal Procedure ; 

(iv) any person convicted of any of the offences specified in (¢) above whea it 
appears from the facts of the case, even although no previcus conviction has 
been proved, that he is by habit a member of a gang of dacoits, or of thieves, 
or a dealer in slaves or in stolen property ; 

(v) any member of a criminal tribe, subject to the discretion of the local Govern-
